tommy Ambrose at twenty-two is one of the youngest en- 
tertainers in North America to have a network TV show 
named after him, and has recently signed with Music Cor- 
poration of America, New York, one of the world’s largest 
talent agencies. He’s hoping to appear on some guest shows 
on American television in the next few months. 

His CBC-TV program, “The Tommy Ambrose Show,” is a 
half-hour production of light music and song with The Gor- 
don Kushner Singers, choreographer Glenn Gibson, and an 
orchestra under the direction of Lucio Agostini. Each week 
Tommy welcomes a guest from either the United States or 
Canada. The show is seen Fridays at 9 p.m. EST on the CBC- 
TV network. 

Tommy hadn’t any ambition to become a pop singer, until 
he was 17. “My upbringing had directed me more towards 
Bible college. I wanted to be a song evangelist.” It was in the 
summer of 1957 that he turned his attention to popular sing- 
ing. 

The young crooner credits most of his success to TV per- 
sonality Charles Templeton, who “actually started me sing- 
ing.’ 
“T was only five when Charles, then director of Youth for 
Christ, put me on stage at Maple Leaf Gardens in Toronto to 
sing spiritual and gospel songs to my own guitar accompani- 
ment,” said Tommy. “I wasn’t scared, just embarrased, be- 
cause of the man-sized guitar — which almost hid me from 
view. 

Between the ages of 8 and 12, Tommy sang regularly with 
his brothers on “Songs From Heaven’s Airway” on Toronto 
radio station CKEY. After that he sang with a quartet on 
CFRB for three years. 

Following intensive study of visual style and repertoire, 
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he decided he \ould like co audition for “Cross-Canada Hit 
Parade.” “I made several guest appearances, and I realized 
that this was my kind of career.” 

Soon after, Tommy cut some Rock ’n’ Roll records. He 
went on a tour to promote sales, got a little more experience, 
and started his own group, playing night clubs for 13 months. 

He signed his first recording contract with a Canadian 
company in 1958. At that time, he released four songs, “Re- 
member, Remember;” “Tu Sie Mia Amore;” “The End Of 
The World” (his own composition); and “The Magic Of You.” 

Since then, Tommy has made several more single record- 
ings and during the summer of 1961 he released his first 
long-play album on a Canadian label. Titled “Young Tommy 
Ambrose,” the album features standard and pop-type tunes. 

Prior to landing a vocal spot on CBC-TV’s 1960 summer 
replacement show, “While We’re Young,” Tommy was a mem- 
ber of the “school” set up by CBC production Dave Thomas 
to give promising young artists coaching in the special tech- 
niques used in TV work. 

It was during this six-week training period that he met 
Bonnie Hicks, a vocalist from Prince Albert, Saskatchewan. 
The two were married in the summer of 1961. 

In the fall of 1960, Tommy received an award offered for 
the best English-speaking male vocalist of the year. The a- 
ward was presented by Le Gala du Music Hall Canadien, an 
organization which annually presents awards to variety 
artists and programs seen in French Canada. 

Although he has turned to popular singing, Tommy says he 
will still gladly sing at religious gatherings — on request. In 
coming weeks, he hopes to introduce a little gospel singing 
into his show on CBC. HIT PARADER salutes another great 
talent from our neighbor of the north, Canada!
